GERMANY’S AIM. 
BLOW PLANNED FOR ENGLAND. 


NORTHERN FRANCE TO BE 
DESOLATED. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 
LONDON, Oct. 10.—The correspon- 
dent of the Express in Paris tele- 
graphs the following: 


German army is now no longer Paris 
but the channel ports. To sum up 
the German plan—the first blow on 
Paris having failed—the second blow 
must be aimed at England. 

“The new line-up of the opposing 
forces means that Northern France is 
destined to suffer a desolation similar 
to that already visited upon Belgium. 
All of France’s rich cities in the 
north have been marked for certain 
destruction and ruin. 

“The French General Staff is con- 
fident of success, but it is recognized 
that there can be no decisive victory 
while the masses engaged are so enor- 
mous. It is possible to hope for the 
defeat of the enemy's plan only if 
there can be a constant stream of re- 
inforcements.”

[> KEEPS CLOSE WATCH 
FOR CONTRABAND 


Any Cargoes that it is Suspected 
May Ultimately Find Their Way to 


LONDON, Oct. 1.—Every day car- 
goes of foodstuffs, petrol and other 
supplies which would be useful to 
Germans move with greater difficulty 
into Netherlands ports. At Falmouth 
and other ports in the south of Eng- 
land warships are constantly escort- 
ing Dutch bottoms into a safe refuge, 
where they are held until the ulti- 
mate destination of the cargo is final- 
ly determined and until the Nether- 
lands government gives assurances 
the cargo will not be sold to Germany 
nor used to Place supplies now in 
Holland which may be sold to the 
Austrians or the Germans. 

Recently the Getria, a big Dutch 
steamer from the River Plata coun- 
try, carrying a large cargo of coffee 
and other foodstuffs, was towed into 
Falmouth where it was held for more 
than a week before being permitted 
to proceed to Rotterdam. The Getria 


carried a number of German reserv- 
ists who were taken off the ship be- 
fore she was finally released. Her 
cargo of coffee was so large an Eng- 
lish official said it was estimated to 
be sufficient to supply the popvU™®tion 
of all Holland for six months. How- 
ever, the ship was allowed to proceed 
to her destination after the Nether- 
lands government assumed responsi- 
bility for the cargo and guaranteed 
that none of it would go to the ene- 
mies of the es.

THE INVASION OF BELGIUM. 


The Germans Did it Because They 
Needed the Roads to Haul Their 
Heavy Artillery into France. 
Although the general reason that 
prompted Germany to make its way 


into France through Belgian territory 


is generally recognized, the necessity 
of finding suitable roads for the trans- 
portation of her immense field guns, 
which have only recently been dis- 
closed, was a most compelling ele- 
ment in her decision. This feature of 
the campaign is set forth in an inter- 
esting manner in the special war is- 
sueof the Scientific American of Oc- 
tober 3, which also gives a number of 
illustrations. of these novel engines 
of war. The facts are stated in this 
story as follows: 

It must be admitted, however, that 
the very qualities of weight and power 
which make the eleven-inch mortar 
such a formidable piece, nevertheless 
constitute a most serious problem of 
transportation. In spite of the skill 
with which the design has been 
worked out, with its large diameter 
pedrail wheels, the weight of one of 
these mortars is such that it demands 
the very best of conditions of road- 
way for its successful, or, at least, for 
its speedy transportation. To handle 
these pieces successfully, whether in 
advance or retreat, calls for the high- 
est class of military roads, roads 
which as fer as possible shall be free 
from heavy grades. Therein, no doubt, 
ie to be found one predisposing cause 
which led the Germans to cling so te- 
naciously to their plan of campaign 
through Belgian territory. The mag- 
nificent highways through Belgium 
and Northern France, stretching, as 
they do, through comparatively level 
country, are ideal for the transporta- 
tion of batteries of these heavy siege 
guns rapidly to the fortifications of 
the French capital. At the outset of 
the war, the world wondered how the 
Germans could expect, 


Paris in a few weeks’ time. The an- 
swer is to be found in their belief in 
the invincibility of the huge armies 
which they were prepared to pour 
through Belgium, and in the ability 
of-this eleven-inch mortar 
wide swath through the engirdling 
fortifications of Paris. The Germans, 
in our belief, never contemplated for 
a moment a complete investment of 
Paris such as they made in 1870 to 
1871. These eleven-inch mortars have 
made such an investment unnecessary. 
Had the French-British resistance to 
the enveloping tactics of the German 
right been less successful, it is prob- 
able that the German army would 
have been in Paris at the present 
Where the King Died.

GUGGENHEIM SUGGESTS DUTY 
OF TRADE COMMISSION, 


Declares New Body to be Ap- 
pointed Shortly Should Take Steps 
to Provide More Business Rather 
Than to Seek Methods of Curtail- 
ing It. 


Answering an inquiry in relation to 
America’s opportunity for foreign 


trade Daniel Guggenheim, president 


of the American Smelting and Mining 
Company, makes the following ‘ sug- 
gestion in the special issue of the 
Scientific American of October 3, 
which deals with many topics related 
to the war in Europe. Mr. Guggen- 
heim says in part: 

“My suggestion, therefore, is that 
when the Trade Commission which is 
to have supervision of corporations 
is appointed, it should be allowed a 
reasonable sum each year so that it 
can maintain a special department for 
the purpose of investigating and mak- 


ing recommendations how best the ex- 
port business to foreign countries can 


be secured. The commission will have | “etmest 


at its disposal all necessary informa- 
tion gathered by our consuls who can 
keep the commission informed where 
business can be had, and all details as 
to the various classes of merchandise 
wanted, prices, quantities, and other 
information of importance. The com- 
mission could make recommendations 
to Congress, after careful study, as 
to what is necessary in the way of 
transportation. Congress, if it sees fit, 
can and probably would do the need- 
ful in that direction. It would be 
necessary to provide proper financial 
arrangements. The commission could 
consult with the Federal Reserve 


Board, which would be able to make 


recommendations to the commission, 
or to Congress direct, as to what is 
necessary, and in this way financtal 
difficulties could be overcome. In 
fact, all details could be obtained and 
worked out through the agents of the 
United States and distributed at a cen- 
tral bureau, or through Chamber of 
Commerce to the merchants through- 
out the country. 

“The central idea of my suggestion 
is that the Trade Commission should 
do for business much the same as the 
Agricultural Department has been, 
and is doing for the farmers of the 
country. It is evident, as conditions 
are at present, that the smaller mer- 
chant cannot develop the opportunity 
of enlarging our export trade which is 
now before us. Certainly the present 
generation would get no benefits there- 
from. The commission should be im- 
pressed with the importance of the 
fact that it is not to be a y ap- 
pointed by Congress for the purpose 
of curtailing business, but quite to 
the contrary, for the purpose of de- 
veloping business and getting greater 
opportunities for all.”

That Los Angeles city and county 
are growing in population at a rapid 
rate is strikingly evidenced Dy the 
registration totals. It is estimated 
that there are from two and one-half 
jto three residents of the county for 
every registered voter. This would 
the total population of the 
county from 780,000 to_ $00,000. 
NEARLY TREBLED. 


In 1910, before the passage of the 
suffrage amendment which gave 
women equal rights with men, the 
registered voters of the city and coun- 
ty totaled 102,748. According to the 
census of 1910 the population of Los 
Angeles county Was 602,000. Accord- 
ing to the 1914 registration there are 
more than 200,000 more voters in the 
county than four years ago. 

The city registration shows a total 
of 188,864. Of this number 83,160 
are women and 106,694 are men. At 
the primary election on August 25 
there were 268,573 registered voters. 
in the county. This number included 
both men and women registered as 
qualified electors. The total registra- 
tion for. the RBresidential election of 
1912 was 259,932, or nearly 50,000 less 
than this year’s total. 

ON THE RUN. 


The returns show more than two 
Republicans to one “Progressive.” Of 
the 309,598 voters 114,542 are staiw art 
Republicans against 65,201 Bui!

“The figures show conclusively that 
the city and county have grown enaz- 
mously in two yvears,"’ said Mr. Me- 
Aleer. “With the increase in popula- 
tion there is an increase in the pros- 
perity of the county. Our registra- 
tion totals would make excellent boost- 
ing literature for the Chamber of 
Commerce. The city and county of 
San Francisco show a total registra- 
tion of 162.345. The city of Los An- 
geles has 188,854 voters registered.”

The act is 
found on page 1036 of the Statutes of 1913 and the joker is discovered on page 
1045 of the enactment, where it provides for life tenure for all of the 2006 or 
more of Johnson's appointees. The civil service act creates a commission 
which regularly calis for examinations for this or that small job, but rarely 
finds place for anybody because the public trough is crowded with the Gov-| 


The civil sefvice act is entitled “An act to provide for a genera system, 
based upon investigation as to merit, efficiency and fitness for appointment 
to and holding during good behavior of office and employment under State 
authority,” and so forth, and creates another commission, a hobby of the 
Johnson administration. The act was approved June 16, 1913, two years and 
a half after Gov. Johnson took office, and started to build his machine, and 
it was declared to be effective August 10, 1913, two years and seven months. 
In those two and a half years places were 
found for Johnson men in every State office possibile to fill, and the State was 
well sprinkled with Johnson machine men when the act became in force. If 
Gov. Johnson did not have his machine men pretty well placed in his first 
two and a half years he overlooked a trick that he would not let go by at this

Tation suitable to the formation of a 
age project such as the county of 

Angeles has begun in conserving 
and controlling the entire waters that 
fiow from the high mouagtains, in the 
nerthern part of the county, to the 
sea. 


Demand made upon the county of 
Los Angeles at the present time for 
the organization of storm-water dis- 
tricts ie many times greater than thaj 
made at any time previous. There are 
now before the Supervisors of Los An- 
geles county many petitions for the 
organization of districts under the act 
of 1895 and the 19098 act, cover all 
parts of this county. 

To form these districts and to or- 
ganize them properly, with a careful 
consideration of neighboring localities 
and to the possible effect upon lands 
lying above and below that particular 
section sotght to be incorporated or 
orgahized, is a momentous proposi- 
bors, | tion, not only for the Supervisors, tut 
office of the County Counsel, aa 
well. 

Whenever such a district is organ- 
ized some pretest is made by those in 
the district not considering themsetves 
to be directly benefited. An adjust- 
ment of lines and a careful study of 
the situation from a legal standpoint 
must then be undertaken. The extent 
to which any such district may be as- 
sessed must also be considered in fig-

GoopD BROUGHT IN, 


DESPITE MOVEMENT FOR 
| SHUTDOWN. 


Although the policy throughout the 
State has been to restrict develop- 
ment during the past two months, 
quite a number of wells have been 
brought in at various points in the 
Fullerton field recently. None of these 
producers, however, have been of 
gusher proportions. 

The most recent well is the Amal- 
gamated Oil Company's No. 4 on the 
Hualde property. It came in with a 
production of about 200 barrels a day. 
This is in La Habra Valley. In the 
same section the Union has brought 
in No. 22 with an output of seventy 
barrels daily. When the Monte Cristo’s 
No. 3 and the North American Con- 
solidated’s No. 2 are doing, respect- 
ively, 150 and 70 barrels.

Local ‘Architect Creator of 
Fair Master piece. 


Splendid Exposition Palace 
Near Completion. 


Edifice will House World's 
| Greatest Organ. 3 


Of the many splendid palaces of 
art,. industry, science and education 
built or now rising on the 626-acre 
site of the Panama-Pacific Exposi- 
tion at San Francisco none is attract- 
ing more attention than the beautiful 
festival hall planned by Robert David 
Farquhar of Los Angeles. The huge 
edifice, with its wonderful dome, is 
even now, in its incompleted state, 
one of the landmarks of the exposi- 
tion grounds, and gives promise of 
being one of the main attractions of 
the big 1915 show. 

The building is being constructed 
by the San Francisco firm of Me- 


j\Leran & Peterson, and is costing, — 


with various subcontracts counted 
in, more than $255,006. The general 
contract alone amounted to $178,000, 
an unusual figure for a structure of 
the temporary type of construction 
common to expositions. It is esti- 
mated that the huge pile, if erected 
of permanent materials, would, be- 
cause of its size and the splendor of 
its detail, cost in excess of $5,000,- 
000. 

Festival hall stands to the right of 
the elaborate formal gardens extend- 
ing from the main exposition en- 
trance at Devisadero stréet; and di- 
rectly opposite the horticultural build- 
ing. It will be what its name implies 
—a place of meeting for festival 
gatherings. In it will be held the great 
musical and choral gatherings of the 
fair. Architecturally, it is in kKeep- 
ing with its purposes, being graceful 
and festive in character, while pos- 
sessing all the dignity compatible 
with its important place in gen- 
eral exposition scheme. ‘ 

The building is to be the most — 
beautifully colored of all the exposi- 
tion palaces, burnt orange, vermilion, 
cerulean blue and gold g amo 
the predominating hues that’ wi 
serve to set off the body of the struc- 
ture. In this respect it will be strictly 
in keeping with the exposition color 
scheme. The San Francisco world’s 
fair will be unique among expositions 
fn that the uniform whitnhess that has 
characterized other such displays 
will be studiously avoided. . 

The ornamentation of festival hall 
will also be strikingly elaborate and 
beautiful, beautiful figures and 
groups of statuary being placed 
wherever the effect is desirable in the 
erchitectural plan. These groups and 
ficures are for the most part the 
work of Carl Bitter, the eminent 
seniptor. who created the principal 
statuary at the Buffalo and St. Louis 
expositions, and A. Sterling Calder 
of Pasade who its best known as 
the creator of the beautiful doorways 
of Throop Institute.

A.: Medicinally and chemically 
cyanide is a combination of cyano- 
gen with a metallic base. It is a 
deadly poison. 

Cyanogen does not occur native, and 
it derives ite name from Kuanos 
(dlue,) and gennao (I generate.) The 
chief chemical character of cyanogen 
is that it forms, with iron. the differ- 
ing varieties of Prussian blue, and “it 
was from Prussian blue that Scheele, 
in 1782, firet obtained what we now. 
from our knowledge of its composi- 
tion, term hydrocyanic acid, but which 
he called Prussic acid. Cyanogen was 
isolated by Gay-Lussac in 1814. and 
was the first compound radical] dis- 
tinctly proved to exist.” 

Cyanogen is present in minute quan- 
tities among the iron furnace cases. 
and is sparingly present in the dist!i- 
lations of coal for gas. Ferrocyanide 
of potassium is easily obtained by 
heating horns, hoofs, hides, and other 
animal matter containing nitrogen, 
with potassium carbonate and tron 
filings, in a covered tron pot. .in pro- 
portions, horns, hoofs and hides (five 


mass is boiled with water, the mix- 
ture filtered, and the filtrate evapo- 
rated and set aside for crystals to 
form. The cyanogen, produced from 
the carbon and nitrogen of the animal 
matter, unites with the potassium, and 
afterwards, on boiling with water, 
with iron, to form what is often 
termed the yellow prussiate of potash 
or ferrocyanide of potassium. ... 
It contains the elements of cyanogen, 
yet it is not a cyanide, for it is not 

isonous, and is otherwise different 

om cyanides. From this salt all 
cyanides are directly or indirectly 
prepared.” 

The boys in the hills refer to the 
cyanides of sodium, and that of potas- 
sium as “Cyanide,” and gold is ex- 
tracted from some ores by the named 
cyanides. Potassium cyanide is manu- 
factured in the United States, and iz 
also a big item among the imports 
of “drugs, etc.,” but to the amounts 
and value of importations of the 
chemical, it is probably unknown. 

To obtain potassium cyanide, heat 
the ferrocyanide to redness until the 
gases (chiefly nitrogen) are driven 
off. then iron carbide settles to the 
bottom of the fusion, and the molten 
supernatant mass is “cyanide.” By 
pouring the product off and cooling 
a crystalline mass of “cyanide” oc- 
curs of some 95 per cent. pure. To 
detect tmpurities in the salt (car- 
bonates for instance,) the impure salt 
will effervesce with acids.

“This is a favorite method of the 
United Mine Workers organization to 
foment trouble and provoke strife, al- 
though they have in many cases, no- 
tably in West Virginia, waived this 
demand. 

“Our employees have never asked 
for such a committee and we are 
strongly opposed to this feature of the 
‘tentative plan.’ 

“Sections 5 and 6 provide for a com- 
mission which “shall serve as ad- 
justers or referees in all disputes 
(whether individual or collective) af- 
fecting wages, working and- social 
conditions.” The decisions of the 
commission shall be final and bind- 
ing on employers and employees. 
Willful violation of any of these con- 
ditions will be subject to such penalties 
as may be imposed by the commission. 

“The unlimited authority of this 
proposed commission of three persons 
to be appointed by the President of 
the United States practically puts the 
entire control of the most important 
department of our business in its 
hands. Its power to control the con- 
duct of our business far exceeds any 
of the demands of the United Mine 
Workers of America. A commission

“The power to regulate the 
our employees individually and . 
lectively as often as demands are 
made would prevent us from making 
an estimate of the cost of production 
on which to base our contracts for the 
sale of coal and could be used to de- 
stroy existing competitive conditions. 

“It is unfair to place our business 
in a position where it can under any 
circumstance be subjected to the un- 
appealable mandates of any men or 
body of men, however well meaning 
and experienced. We regret our in- 
ability to agree to this suggestion of 
the ‘tentative plan.’ 

“(6.) Paragraph D—There shall be 
no picketing, parading, colonizing or 
mass campaigning of representatives 
of any labor organization of miners 
who are parties to this truce which 
will interfere with the working opera- 
tions of any mine. 

“Picketing is prohibited by State 
law and that law can be enforced by 
the civil authorities. The limitations 
placed on the observance of this rule, 
as above emphasized, could be made 
a pretext for ite constant violation. 

a ph G—The suspension of 
a@ mine over six consecutive days by 
the company may be authorized for 
a cause satisfactory to the commission, 
but not pending any dispute. 

“This rule totally disregards pos- 
sible market conditions and other in- 
dustrial contingencies which in the 
ordinary course of the business fre- 
quently make it necessary to suspend 
operations for considerable periods of 
time—under some conditions for a 
month or even longer. 

“On account of the mutual benefits 
derived from the ‘truce’ employers ana 
employees should each pay one-half 
of the expenses of the commission. 

“Our present employees, who have 
not been considered in the ‘tentative 
plan,’ should not be asked to con- 
tribute to the maintenance of such a 
commission. Neither do we see how 
we, as operators, can agree that our 
employees will contribute to the main- 
tenance of such a commission. Neith- 
er do we see how we, as operators, 
can agree that our employees will con- 
tribute to this expense except by their 
individual consent. 

“Our employees being now wun- 
armed and our property defenseless, 
if the Federal troops are withdrawn, 
Sreat destruction of life and property 
will surely occur.

STRIKERS 
THIS UNEASY WORLD. 


EVERAL hundred machinists who 

have been on strike at Trenton, 

N. J., for twelve weeks, have re- 
turned to work under the old scale 
of wages. 

Strong efforts are being made to 
avert the proposed general strike of 
12,000 embroiderers in New York, 
Jersey City and Hoboken. The work- 
ers demand higher and uniform 
wages, a shorter work day, sanitary 
shops and recognition of the union 
workers for the United Traction Com- 
pany of Albany, N. Y., and adjacent 
cities refuse to accept the proposed 
sliding scale of wages. The men are 
getting 27 cents an hour and want 
an increase of 8 cents. The sliding

The labor disputes of 1913 had a 
serious effect upon the British pottery 
industry. At the end of March, 1913, 
three sectional strikes occurred in the 
pottery trade.

More than 2500 children of striking 
miners in the Eastern Ohio coal dis- 
trict are unable to attend school be- 
cause of lack of clothing. Children 
and women are always the worst suf- 
ferers by strikes. This strike has been 
on since March 31, last, with no signs 
of settlement. 

President Wilson's efforts to settle 
the “civil war” Colorado strike by a 
three years’ truce have not. suc- 
ceeded. Both sides object. The 
strike has cost the workers $2.500.- 
000 aside from the loss of wages. It 
has cost the operators fully as much 
and both sides are estimated to be

Coincident h 
these disputes was a stoppage in the 
mari industry, which affected the pot- 
tery trade as a whole much more 
than the other troubles, owing to the 
difficulty in obtaining sagger mar! and 
wad clay. This dispute lasted ten 
weeks. On the top of these troubles 
a strike commenced in the Cornish 
clay industry, which came to an end 
only in October, after nearly three 
months’ duration. Had the pottery 
works been running, briskly a serious 
situation would have been created, 
and a shortage of china clay would 
have brought about a partial stoppage 
of the industry. As it was, great diffi- 
culty in securing supplies resulted. 
Some time will elapse before the china 
clay trade is again normal; meanwhile 
higher prices prevail. .The danger of 
a coal strike was threatened in North 
Staffordshire from August to No- 
vember.

FATALITIES IN QUARRIES 


FEWER IN UNITED STATES. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE] 


ASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—Fatall- 
W ties in and about quarries in the 

United States were fewer in 1913 
than in 1912, but were higher than 
in Great Britain and France for the 
corresponding years. 

Figures issued by the Federal 
Bureau of Mines yesterday show that 
183 men were killed in 1913 compared 
with 213 in 1912, a decrease of 14 
per cent. The number of men em- 


ployed was 106,278, and the death rate 
per thousand wags 1.72 compared with 
1.88 during 19132. 

In France the death rate in 1912 
was less than ome in every thousand 
men employed. In Great Britain for 
the ten years, 1895 to 1904, the rate 
was 1.09 for every thousand men. 

“The higher death rate in the 
American quarries,”’ declares Albert H. 
Fay, engineer of the Bureau of Mines, 
“probably results from less stringent 
and less systematic inspec-

NATIONAL GUARD 
NOT SUSTAINED. 
MONTANA SUPREME COURT SAYS 


COURT-MARTIAL SENTENCE 
IS ILLEGAL. 


HELENA (Mont.) Oct. 8.—The Su- 
preme Court of Montana today held 
that the National Guard of Montana 
now maintaining martial law in Butte 
has no right to punish for insurrection 
or other violations of the law. The de- 
cision was rendered in the case of Dan 
Gillis, who was tried and convicted in 
the military court at Butte. 

The court refused to grant Gillis a 
writ of habeas corpus and ordered 
that he be dealt with according to 
law, holding that his trial and deten- 
tion by the militia were void. The 
court held that while the Governor is 
authorized to detail] the militia to sup- 
press insurrection, neither the Gover- 
nor nor the militia can lawfully pun- 
ish for insurrection or other viola- 
tions of the law. 

Some Wrong Labor Assumptions. 

{Baltimore American: ] The as- 
sumption that the American laborer 
today stands where the French laborer 
stood before the revolution, where the 
English laborer stood before the pass- 
ing of the first Reform Bill and the 
repeal of the corn laws, shows a lack 
of historical perspective. The assump- 
tion that all strikes represent an 
agonized protest against tyranny, an 
agonized appeal from injustice, is a 
perversion of truth. The assumption 
that child labor in the United States 
is the blot upon civilization that it was 
in England seventy years ago, denies 
the duty of comparison. If the peo- 
ple who write verses about labor 
crucified would make a table of the 
wages paid to skilled and unskilled 
workmen, from the Chicago carpenter 
to the Philadelphia street cleaner, they 
might sing in a more cheerful strain. 
If the people who today echo the bit- 
terest lines of Mrs. Browning's Cry of 
the Children would ascertain and bear 
in mind the proportion of little boys 
and girls who are going to school in 
the United States, how many years 
they average, and how much the coun- 
try pays for their education, they 
might spare us some violent invec- 
tives. Even Mr. Robert Hunter per- 
mits himself the use of the word can- 
nibalism when speaking of child 
workers, and this in the face of legis- 
lation which -every year extends its 
area, and grows more stringently pro-

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FROWN UPON DEMAGOGUES. 


Men Who Invest in Industrial Prop- 
erties Should be Freed from the 
Present Uncertainty. 
[American Industries:] The natural 
human ‘desire for supremacy causes 
cities tq grow. The growth of any 
place may be accelerated or retarded 
by local sentiment. In the struggle 
for growth, different classes of citi- 
zens are attracted to a given locality, 
writes Charlies C. Hanch. One man 
may invest a million dollars in a cor- 
ner block, place the care of it in the 
hands of a rental agency, while the 
owner spends his winters tn Florida or 
California, and his summers in Can- 
ada or elsewhere. This block owner 
does not give direct employment to 
more than a handful of people. His 
wealth is practically creating nothing. 
Of course, such a citizen is acceptable 
and desirable to any community, but 
I hold that his value to a community 
is practically nothing as compared 
with the citizen who comes to a city 
with a million dollars, which he in- 
vests in an industrial institution, with 
all of its hazards, employing a thou- 
sand workmen, supporting, say, 5000 
men, women and children. I ac- 
knowledge, freely, that the motive for 
both men is the same; that is, to make 
money. In result, however, without 
any eleemosynary motives on the 
part of the manufacturer, he becomes 
in fact a practical philanthropist. 
Except in case of ports of entry and 
great natural distributing points, there 
is substantially no foundation for ur- 
ban growth except in industries. 
Without industries the city of Indian- 


apolis would be practically valuable | Detroit 


only for agricultural purposes. With- 


out industries there would be no ten- Mal 
ants for the corner blocks and sky-|-;~~ 


scrapers. Without industries there 
would be no subscribers for the daily 
papers; without industries there would 
be no customers for the department 
stores; without industries there would 
be no fees for the lawyers; without 
industries there would be no congrega- 
tions able to support their pastors 
with a living salary; without iIndus- 
tries preachers would become circuit- 
riders, dependent upon charity or hos- 
pitality for their subsistence. These 
statements emphasize the importance 
of understanding and appreciating 
both the value and the problems of 
industries. 

Permanent prosperity of industries 
requires the elimination of industrial 
uncertainty. Prosperity of industries 
will do more than anything else to 
remove the so-called industrial unrest 
and proper settlement of the relations 
of the government t- '~*-stries will 
do to bring «a... industria] 
certainty with the consequent elimina- 
tion of industrial unrest. |

RTS ON WAGES 
AND CONDITIONS. 


Simely Bulletins from All Parts 
at the Wcrid. 


Interesting figures, throwing light 
on tne way in which the. breadwin- 
ners work, are furnished in the re- 
port on occupations issued by Director 
William J. Harris of the Bureau of 
the Census, Department of Commerce, 
Washington. This report, based on 
the census of 1910, shows that when 
the enumeration was taken there were 
2,162,433 persons 10 years old and 
over engaged in gainful pursuits in 
the city of New York. This was 4 
per cent. of the total population of: 
4,766,883, and 56.3 per cent. of the 
total number of inhabitants of 10 
years of age and more. It is curious 
to note that In the metropolitan and 
cosmopolitan town $950 persons were 
occupied with agriculture, forestry or 
. Of some of the 
largest classes of occupations the fol- 
lowing may be mentioned: u- 
facturing and mechanical industries, 
878,497, or 40.6 per cent. of the total; 
trade, 361,063, or 16.8 per cent.; do- 
mestic and personal service, 333,954, 
or 15.5 per cent.; clerical occupations, 
234,860, or 10.9 per cent.; transporta- 
tion, 169,834, or 7.9 per cent.; pro- 
fessional service, 127,395, or 5.9 per 
cent., and public service, 41,004, or 1.9 
per cent. Of the workers 1,566,240, 
or 72.8 per cent., were males and 
586,193, or 27.2 per cent., females. Of 
the males 33,110 were negroes and 
5161 other colored, and of the females 
26,352 were negroes and 188 other 
colored. It is also seen that many 
men and women follow the same call- 
ing. Thus there were 4207 male and 
3759 female actors; 16,210 male and 
3864 female barbers, hairdressers and 
manicurists; 33,795 male and 21,613 
female book-keepers, cashiers and ac- 
countants; 87,813 male and 19,409 fe- 
male clerks, except clerks in stores; 
34,629 male and 9947 female clerks 
in stores, and so on. In specific oc- 
cupations the largest number of males 
employed was 107,329 as retail deal- 
ers, and 113,409 females as servants. 
It also appears that from 1900 to 1910 
the proportion of females engaged in 
gainful occupations increased from 
27.1 per cent. to 35.6 per cent., show- 
ing that the doors of opportunity are 
opening wider to the feminine sex. 


Only 2 Per Cent. More Idle. 

The official report of the Board of 
Trade shows unemployment in the 
United Kingdom under war conditions 
exceeds the unemployment in time of 


five per cent. of the working people 
are unaffected by the war. The other 
25 per cent. have suffered a 27 per 
cent. reduction in employment. The 
cotton industry, one of the two in- 
dustries most affected, has 40 per 
cent. of the workers engaged in it 
working on short time. This, how- 
ever, is only partially attributed to the 
war. Agriculture shows no increase 
in unemployment, but in some in- 
stances shows a shortage of labor. 
Ninety-three per cent. of productive 
working people are still wholly or par- 
tially employed.

The Training of Workmen. 

An tinteresting method of training 
workmen, adopted successfully by the 
General Electric Company of Sche- 
nectady, consists in the establishment 
of apprentice schools at the different 
shops of the company, the character 
of instruction being the same at each 
shop. The apprentices, while being 
engaged in commercial production, 
are placed in competition with the 
regular journeymen as regards cost of 
production, and can put to direct and 
practical use the theoretical instruc- 
tion recefved in the schools. The re- 
sults, it is claimed, have proved that 
the cost of production by the ap- 
prentices compares favorably with 
that of the regular force, and the 
training of a body of competent work- 
ers has thus become an asset rather 
than an expense. Contrasted with the 
system of attaching workshops to edu- 
cational institutions, in which case the 
pupils are not obliged to take their 
practical work so seriously, the Gen- 
eral Electric Company’s method has 
an obvious advantage. Again, com- 
pared with the older form of ap- 
prenticeship, where the youth was 
usually turned over to the foreman 
for instruction, {ft assures individual 
attention by a competent teacher 
capable of imparting, both in the 
classroom and the shop, knowledge of 
the best methods of his trade, the in- 
structors being chosen with regard to 
their fitness, not only as good work- 
men, but also as good tnstructors. A 
novel feature of the system consists 
in making each apprentice, before he 
is allowed to progress from the ma- 
chine at which he is at work, train 
his successor at that machine. This 
is, of course, carried out under the 
constant supervision of the instructor. 
It is well known that there is no bet- 
ter way of fixing knowledge in the 
mind, or of ascertaining whether or 
not the knowledge has been actually 
acquired, than requiring that the 
knowledge be imparted to someone 
else. The new system seems to be en- 
tirely logical, and should go far to 
solve one of the most difficult indus- 
trial problems of the day. |

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LOCAL BUSINESS MEN. 


Facts Brought to Light in Squabble Among Loe 
Angeles Unionites Show System of Swindles Perpe- 
trated in the Name of Labor—Investigating Commit-_ 
tee Called off When Editor Mooney Threatens to Tell. | 


VER since the first part of this year considerable friction has existed be- 

tween the Building Trades Council and the Los Angeles Labor Council, 

both councils fighting for the control of the labor movement in the city 
of Los Angeles. The climax was reached when it became known in Los A> 
geles that the P. H. McCarthy faction of San Francisce intended to start « 
labor publication in Los Angeles in oppostion to the Citizen, of which Stanley . 
Wilson is the editor, for the purpose of putting the Citizen out of business 
because of Wilson's testimony before the grand jury in connection 
Johannsen. 

The leaders of the Los Angeles Labor Council then became 
caused the submitting of a resolution before the last convention of the 
Federation of Labor at Seattle, asking each international organization 
donate $5 per month toward a great organizing campaign in the city of Les

INTERNATIONAL UNIONS REFUSE. 

The international unions also refused to pay their $5.00 per monfli 
pro rata for the Los Angeles organizing campaign on account of the clause 
that the Citizen should be made the official union paper; however, some of 
the International Union presidents did contribute. 

At this time the bond issues in Los Angeles county came up. The Los 
Angeles Labor Council favored the bond issue under the pretense that the 
American Federation of Labor always stood for municipal ownership. 
Labor Council believed that by taking this stand some consideration 
be shown it, and union labor employed on the aqueduct 
that the City Council would accept the union wage scale submitted 

THE INSIDE OF THE FIGHT. 

At that time it was known to the Labor Council that 
Council was opposed to it, taking a strong stand against 
apparently favoring the power corporations. This caused a split in the 


ber of the P. H. McCarthy faction, resigned his position as secretary 
Building Trades Council for no other purpose than to become the editor 
Union Labor Bulletin, a new publication. It was broadly announced that this 
journal was the official labor bulletin indorsed by the Building Trades Coun- 
cll. The first issue dealt largely on the bond issue subject. This caused the . 
Labor Council and the Citizen to get busy. The Citizen put all ite powerful — 
allies, such as Atwood, Timmons, Wilson, Peterson and others, into executive 
positions in the Labor Council after ousting Wright, Marst, McDonald from 
office. This then caused a Dditter fight between the Citizen and Mooney’s new 
publication in regard to advertisement soliciting and donations from the mer 
chants. Meanwhile, Mooney was getting up a Labor Day programme edition, 
for which he solicited funds, advertisements and donations. 
_ By this time the Labor Council was ready to solicit funds for simflar 
publications, but their emissaries found that Mooney had thoroughly covered 
the whole territory and gotten the funds. The Labor Day committee of the 
Labor Council, and the Labor Temple Association, as well as the executive 
officers of the Labor Council, endeavored to force Mooney to give up the funds 
collected, charging Mooney with having collected these funds on misrepre 
sentation to the advertisers. Mooney refused. 

ATTEMPT TO “GET” MOONEY FAILS. “ 

An investigating committee was appointed by the Labor Council, affida- 
vits were secured, and other information collected against Mooney, but noth- 
ing of a serious nature could be placed against him. Mooney then demanded 
a thorough investigation of his case and also an accounting of the Annual 
Labor Review funds of the past two issues, and threatened to uncover other 
gross irregularities of which the Labor Council officials had been guflty—that 
is, in giving the merchants to understand that all funds secured were for the 
benefit of the labor movement, whereas, in fact, these publications were pro- 
moted in the interest of the individual. 

The committee appointed to investigate Mooney finally, after considerable 
delay, admitted Mooney had not misrepresented his publication in soliciting 
advertising and donations. The Building Trades Council openly exonerated 
Mooney of all charges. The Labor Council executives said nothing, but were 
not satisfied because the Citizen had lost ground and the Union Labor Bub 
letin succéeded. 

C. B. Tracy, who owns the copyright on the Annual Labor Review, and 
who was strong with the Labor Council officials, decided afyce the split in the 
labor movement, to associate himself with Mooney, who placed Tracy with . 
the Union Labor Bulletin as advertising manager. 

Tracy, having deserted the Labor Council and joined yanks with Mooney, 
the executive officers of the Labor Council found themagives in dire straits, 
and to raise money toward the debt on the Temple started a carnival for 
October, endeavoring to sell tickets to politicians and also to merchants. It 
goes to show that the Labor Council is in close straits financially, when it 
became necessary to make a borrow of about $200 to send two delegates to 
attend the Stockton convention last week. 

TRACY AFTER MORE MONEY. 

Tracy, since joining Mooney, not satisfied with his compensation, is now 
negotiating with Mooney and the Building Trades Council to indorse his 
Annual Labor Review, promising them a percentage for indorsement. He ex- 
pects to raise about $15,000 on this issue. It is also known that Tracy's pub- 
lication is tied up by injunction in Oakland in his wife’s suit. Tracy's nego 
tiations regarding the Labor Review with Mooney beggme known to the execu 
tive officers of the Labor Council] and the executiya wilicers of the Labor 
Council now propose to send out letters to all labor unions blacklisting Tracy 
as a grafter, etc., in order to protect the Citizen, since the business of the 
Citizen has fallen off considerably since Mooney started the Union Labor 
Bulletin and merchants are in a quandary as to where they are or where 
they should put their money. 

The Central Labor Council since the split is fearful that the merchants 


and manufacturers will shut down on all advertising schemes of labor, as 
there are some who use the movement for personal financial gain.

THE SPONGING SOLICITOR, 

There are many professional solicitors in the labor movement who 
credentials to solicit funds, some of which are of recent date, others 
quated date.

Shutdown Movement. 

At Coalinga twelve companies have 
shut down entirely.

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WOULD COMBINE 
OIL EXHIBITS. 


Government Expert Advises 
Union of Effort. 


Oil Men Hear Commissioner 
Allen on Plans. 


Single Great Exlubition is 
What He Advises. 


[SPHCLAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 
BAKERSFIELD, Oct. 9.—in an ef- 
fort to get the counties of California 
to combine their oil exhibits in ne 
grand exhibition of petroleum prod- 
ucts, methods of development, etc., to 
be united with a world-wide oi] ex- 
hibition, at the San Francisco fair, 
Irving ©. Alien, petroleum chemist for 
the United States Bureau of Mines, 
arrived in Bakersfield yesterday, and 
was in conference with various mem- 
bers of the Exposition Committee here 


this morning. As a result of his 
visit, the support of the committee 


} Was pledged to the movement, with 


the promise that funds would be 
raised to carry on the project. 

Besides his connection with the 
Bureau of Mines, Mr. Allen is also 
commissioner for the World's Petro- 
leum Congress of 1915, and commis- 
sioner of petroleum exhibite for the 
Panama-Pacific International Expos: - 
tion. The idea put forward by him, 
aS an agent for the Bureau of Mines 
and a representative of the expwosi- 
tion, is to do away with scattered ex- 
hibits of oil—originaliy planned to 
be identified with the exhibits of each 
county—and make the display more 
effective and larger. It would thus 
have a broader influence and secure 
more results. 

According to the original intention 
of the Exposition Committee, the 
county exhibit was to represent both 
the agricultural and oil interests. For 
this purpose a large sum was raised 
by this county. Mr. Allen, however, 
wants part of the fund set aside and 
given to the genera! fund for the oil 
exhibit planned together with other 
funds to be added. A total of about 
$30,000 is needed to carry out the 
Plans of the Bureau of Mines, which 
is arranging the exhibit. 

MANY FEATURES. 

“It is our intention to have an in- 
side and an outside exhibit.” stated 
Alien to C. A. Bariow and E. H. 
Loveland, members of the Exposition 
Committee. “The inside exhibit in 
the mining building, will include the 
exhibits as already planned by the 
countieae-—peg models, oil samples and 
photographs. But the biggest feature, 
for which the co-operation of the 
California counties is asked, is the 
outside exhibit. 

“In this latter display we want to 
have a reproduction of an oil camp, 
showing all kinds of cable and rotary 
tools, steel and wooden derricks, a 
drilling crew actually drilling a well, 
which, of course, will be dry, but 
which will go down 600 feet or more. 

“We want to show the different 
methods of transportation, the differ- 
ent methods of storing oil by means of 
wood, concrete, earth and steel con- 
tainers. Practica! demonstrations 
will be given of the problems of s€ep- 
age and evaporation, together with 
an exposition of methods for the pro- 
tection against fire. 

“But the principal feature of all 
will be a real refinery in operation. 
We will use a carload of oil every 
week, and refine this into gasoline 
and various lubricants. 

“The products of this refinery we 
will use in the machinery building, 
where all kinds of fine machinery will 
be in operation. The engineers and 
machinists in charge of the machin- 
ery will be asked to make observations 
and keep data on the results of the 
gasolines and lubricants used. All 
kinds of oils, eastern and California, 
will be used in this way, and we want 
to show by the resuits obtained that 
the California biack oil is every bit 
as good and useful as the  higher- 
grade Pennsylvania product.” 

“In order to do this we must poo! 
our funds and more will be requested 
from the counties producing oil than 
they originally intended to give,” he 
continued. “The entire exhibit was 
to have been financed by the oi] com- 
Panies of the State, but, owing to 
the situation at the present time, re- 
sulting from the war in Europe and 
over-production, money is very scarce 
and the oil companies have been un- 
able to carry out their iritentions. 
Consequently we are compelled to 
raise the funds in some other way. 

“The Standard Oi! Company  of- 
fered to finance the entire project, 
stipulating, however, that its name 
should be attached to everything. 
This, of course, would make the af- 
fair nothing but an advertising 
scheme and the offer was refused. 
The Union Oil Company offered to do 
the same thing without any strings 
attached to the proposal, but owing 
to the present financial situation the 
offer had to be withdrawn. 

“The Associated Oil] Company has 
promised to donate $1500 and the 
Royal Dutch-Shell combine has of- 
fered to give its share, waiting to see 
what other oil companies do before 
making their donation. Fresno has 
almost assured us $5000. Santa Bar- 
bara men in charge of the exhibit 
there have virtually promised $1000 
and-citizens have promised to raise 
$1500 more. The seven southern 
counties, headed by § Los Angeles, 
which are arranging a competitive ex- 
hibit, have a targe amount set aside 
for the oil exhibit and we will pronp- 
ably get that. With the help of Kern 
County, I think that the petroieu 
exhibit as planned is assured.” y 

E. H. Loveland asked Allen if the 
county's oll exhibit would be secre- 
gated or would be scattered around 
with the oll exhibits from other parts 
of the United States. Allen replied 
that California oil would-have an en- 
tire section to itself, and Kern county 
could have another section in the 
California exhibit prepared espectia!)ly 
for California oil products The mem- 
bers of the local committee—L. P. St. 
Clair, president of the Independent 
Ol Producers’ Agency, and H. A. 
Jastro—all expressed the opinion that, 
considering the size of the oll indus- 
try in Kern county the county could 
hardivy do anything else than 
special efforts to have the oil exhibit 
a success. A final answer will be 
given the Bureau of Mines through 
Allen by the middle of the month.

WIRELESS IN WAR. 


Each Nation has Stations of Wide 

Range and it has Become limpos- 
sible to Prevent Communication. 

[Boston Transcript:] The stopping 
of all telegraphic and telephone com- 
munication between the belligerents 
at the first breathing of war and the 
partial stopping of control and cen- 


nations at war to non-belligerents has 
rendered invaluable messages by wire- 
less across and around the regions 
controlled by the belligerents and 
especially at sea and across the seas. 
But the bottling up of any place so 
that it cannot hold communication 
with the outside is a thing of the past. 
The fact that a wireless apparatus 
cannot be easily hidden prevents the 
surreptitious use which might be 
made of it in regions under control 
of the belligerents, although for short 
distance communication, such as aiong 
frontiers or between close-lying coun- 
tries as in Western Europe, a small 
wireless receiving apparatus might be 
secretly used, especially if it were tem- 
porarily strung under cover of the 
darkness and taken down before day- 
light. In such work there will be a 
new field for signal corps work and 
scouting. 


As the more powerful land 
stations, those which will keep up 
communication 600 miles or more, 
these can be easily kept under gov- 
ernment supervision, but the use of 
wireless on ships for sending messages 


receiving them at still greater dis- 
tance from powerful land stations, 
wil! be subject only to such artificial 
interference as may be put in oper- 
ation by the belligerents. 


There can be no doubt that the ex-| 


perience in the present war will re- 
sult in the closer governmental con- 
trol of private and amateur wireless 
installation. 

Austria-Hungary has four impor- 
tant government wireless stations— 
Castelnuovo, Pola and Sebinico, with 
a@ normal range of 250 miles by day 
and 500 by night, and Trieste, with a 
day range of 150 miles and a night 
range of 300. 

Germany has seventeen wireless sta- 
tions, of which eight are lightships, 
with small range of from twenty to 
sixty miles. The remaining stations

Whe the People are, What They Want and. the: Effect of the Pubic 
on Plays as Well as Plays on the Public. 


BY HENRY CHRISTEEN WARNACK

The people have to take what they 
get, but they don’t have to like it 
and they won't take it long if they 
don’t like it. On the other hand, if 
@ man has a big idea and knows how 
to handle it he can really compe) the 
people to listen to him. 

The stage is not a good vehicle for 


any kind of new doctrine nor for the 


direct preaching of an old one, but if 
an author has a new idea and is able 
to couch it in terms that will appeal 


to common feeling and understand- 
an excellent chance. to 
have his message 


It is Finan, ore to think of a good 
play written purely for the purpose 
of delivering a preachment. If a man 
writes his play primarily because he 
is a dramatist the world will prob- 
ably forgive him his opinions, al- 
though they are the least essential 
portions of the work. 

There is a big difference between 
opinions and principals. A man may 
write a glorious play touching on 
many things without being a fanatic 
about anything except a mad devo- 
tion to art and the beauty of its ex- 
pression. A man does not have to be 
crazy about eugenics, m or the | ** 
social evil in order to have some- 
thing to say in a play. It is vastly 
more important that the people he 
creates should have something hu- 
man, living and alive than that they 
should say something that the author 
thinks will do, the rest of us good. 

A man may sometimes be clever 
without being abominable, although 
I seriously doubt if cleverness has 
anything to Ay with a high degree 
of art, and I am afraid it is impos- 
sible to preach to us without reveal- 
ing the fact that we are eeing 
preached at. From this deadly, com 
mon and current vice may the "hed 
of letters speedily deliver us. 

Of course, the people will always 
demand of anything permanent in the 
drama that the writer should have 
had ideas of richness and beauty 
which he thought superbly worth giv- 
Ing to the world, and which he 
indited with a heart aflame with no- 
ble inspiration. The only excuse for 
writing anything is that the writer 
feels that it must be done, and that 
he cannot rest until he has given it 
the. most beautiful expression of 
which he can conceive. 

Times seem to change and authors 
vary in style according to eccentrici- 
ties of their age, but the human

oratory so effective and why Shake- 
speare used a sort of second audience 
on the stage when Mark Anthony 
spoke over Caesar’s corpse to ignite 
the enthusiasm of the first audience 
which is there to see the play. Per- 
haps I am wrong to say that Shake- 
speare does this for any such reason, 
but I am sure that the effect amounts 
to this and it has often happened 
that theatrical managers are so sure 
of this that in certain foreign coun- 
tries they have placed hired hands 
about the audience to start the ap- 
plause at the proper time and place. 

Two or three men can completely 
dominate an audience by giving free 
vent to their feelings and it often 
happens that first productions are 
strangely affected by the presence of 
a few such people in the house. 

The same thing works at baseball 
at the crisis of a game when the fans 
by dint of much noise succeed in 
disturbing the pitcher, angering the 
umpire and almost demoralizing the 
opposing team. A man will some- 
times pitch a flawless game for eight 
innings and let the audience so up- 
set him in the ninth that he will 
walk two or three men and in a 
minute lose a game which he should 
have wou. 

A few days ago a man fell down 
as a boy on a bicyele passed him. 
A man half a block away saw the 
pedestrian fall and imagining that the 
boy had knocked him down gave 
chase to the young bicyclist and 
called on him to stop.

The Mohammedan Leader 
Offers His Services. 


are Willing to Go. 


Prefer Their Present Lot to 
Prussian Militarism. 


“Germany made a mistake about In- 


anybody who counts on India to be 
false to England will come a crop- 
per.” 

In these words His Highness, the 
Aga Khan, the recognized temporal 
leader over 60,000,000 Indian Moham- 
medans, sums up the Indian Empire’s 
status in the world war, according to 
the London correspondent of the New 
York Times. 

The Aga Khan has directed the 
Khoja Moslems, who alone number 
several millions and over whom he 
is the spiritual as well as the tem- 
poral head, to place their personal 
services and resources at the dis- 
posal of the government, and has 
volunteered to serve himself as a pri- 
vate in any regiment of infantry of 


the Indian expeditionary force. 


The Aga Kahn laughed heartily at 
the suggestion that Germanistic 
propaganda might undermine the loy- 
alty of the Indian subjects of the 
King-Emperor. He remarked smil- 
ingly: 

“Many of my fellow-countrymen 
have been in Africa and seen the Ger- 
man administration in the East and 
Southwest African colonies. They 
know what the Germanization of In- 
dia would mean, and they know, too, 
that if England were driven out of 
India, Germany, should she be suc- 
cessful in this war, would step in. 

“The thinking element among In- 
dians of all classes realize that our 
country. divided, as it is, into hun- 
dreds of principalities, each inclined 
to be jealous of the others, could not 
hope to stand alone even if British 
rule were withdrawn. Germany's two- 
fold purpose in striving to create dis- 
sension in India is, first, to give trou- 
ble to England, which might cost her 
victory in the war, and, second, to 
seize India as part of the Kaiser's

INDIANS KNOW THEIR PERIL 

“The scheme is as well known in 
India as at Berlin. India needs no 
assistance from England to frustrate 
it, because they fully comprehend the 
peril of being crushed Deneath the 
mailed fist of Prussian militarism.” 

Then the Aga Khan continued 


gravely. 

“After all, the one hope of India 
lies in the King-Emperor and his gov- 
ernment. There will be no united 
India until England has finished her 
work of knitting together into one 
strong nation the confusing jumble of 
races, religions and castes she has gov- 
erned successfully for 150 years. An 
apt comparison is the American 
domination in the Philippines, but 
there exist now between England and 
India affections and sentiments aris- 
ing from long community of inter- 
ests not yet found between the Fili- 
pinos and Americans. 

“Such a feeling I believe to be in- 
comprehensible to the Germans. It 
seems to me that they totally lack 
the sense of proportion arising from 
a sympathetic understanding of the 
needs df another people. It is in- 
comprehensible to them that Belgium 


lIshould have resisted their advance 


into France. Apparently they fail ut- 
terly to understand the feeling that, 
for instance, would actuate Americans 
if an alien nation attempted to send 
an army through the United States 
to attack Canada. 
HATES THE NIETZSCHE SCHOOL. 
“Personally, my antipathy is not 
against the German people, who pos- 
sess. many fine qualities, but against 
the Prussian school of Bernhardi 
Nietzsche and the Kaiser's general 
staff—a school designed basically for 
the crushing of Hberalism and inde- 


fested in Germany or abroad.” 

“Will Indian troops be able to stand 
against the German army, consider- 
ing that they have never before becn 
permitted to fight white men?” was

“T think so,” the Aga Khan re- 
plied with a smile. “If need be, there 
can be 700,000 or 7,000,000. That 
wouldn't be a great number to offer 
from our 320,000,000 population. . No, 
despite the effusions from the Wil- 
helmstrasse, you may rest assured 
that there is not the slightest doubt 
of India’s loyalty to England.”

over any other mobile artillery as yet 
constructed. The outstanding feature 
of this great mortar is that it is so 
mounted that the gun and its carriage 
can be hauled elther by motor or by 
horse powér at a speed approximating 
that of the lighter siege artillery, and 
that when it has reached the desig- 
nated position it takes but a short 
time to have the gun in battery ready 
for the attack. 
The barrel of the gun is made of 
steel, and it consists of the inner tube 
and an outer jacket, the total length 
of the gun being eleven feet. The 
breech is opened and closed by turn- 
ing a handle through a horizontal arc 
for about 135 deg., and a device 
operated by hand is provided which 
prevents premature firing or acciden- 
tal opening of the breech. Im spite 
of the fact that the breech mechanism 
weighs over 1100 pounds, the con- 
struction is such that the opening and 
closing of it can be effected easily 
with one hand and in a few seconds’ 


time. 

The gun is transported on two sep- 
arate vehicles, each of which can be 
hauled by a single motor truck. During 
transportation one unit consists of the 
gun carriage, slide, recoil cylinders, 
trail and permanent axle and wheels, 
the last-named being fitted with broad 
flat feet after the manner of the Dip- 
lock pedrail. The after end of the 
trail during transportation is mounted 
upon a pair of wheels. The gun itself 
is d upon a earriage, upon 
which it is placed in such a position 
that the majority of the weight will 
come upon a pair of pedrail wheels. 
To mount the gun when it has 
its assigned place, all that 
is to back up the section 
carrying the gun against the section 
constituting the mount, and then, by 
means of wire cables, draw the gun 
forward into the sleeve and bolt the 
lug to the piston rod of the recoil 
cylinder. The gun seCc- 
tion is then drawn away, the trai! is 
lowered to the ground and the gun is 
ready for firing.

No news of naval or military move- 
ments are permitted publication at 
Present; but it is supposed that as 
soon as the declaraticn of war was 
issued, if not before, the Japanese 
fleet was in readiness for necessary 
activity off Tsing Tao.

“You see, the attacks made in re- 
cent years on business and business 
men have gone, for the most part, un- 
answered. Furthermore, I would al- 
most say that the public as yet, doesn't 
care to hear any answers. People 
prefer listening to the other side. They 
would take notice, however, if busi- 
ness men became ve, vigorous 
and interesting in meeting the ac- 
cusations brought against them. 
} Standing aloof in dignity and silence 
will gain neither the sympathy nor 
the applause of the public. 

“Who began the war against the 
big interests of the country?” 

“The large corporations themselves. 
They drove little men out of business 
by better methods and lower prices, 
and the little men raised a storm. The 
consumer was getting the benefit and 
didn't say a word. He remained dis- 
interested, or at least, speechless, un- 
til he was made to believe that he was 
being robbed. If I were a smalier 
banker, I would fight big banks. But 
big banks and big factories are here 
to stay, because they are sound 
economically and fighting them will 
do no good. 

“Does the banking business dehu- 
manise a man?” 

“On the contrary, it humanizes him. 
It could not otherwise. Persons 
in spiritual we and difficulties go 
to preachers. Persons with legal 
trouble consult lawyers. Sick persons 
call in their physicians. Persons fi- 
nancially entangled asked their bank- 
ers for assistance. If there is @ panic 
in a city, the bankers, acting in- 
dividually or together, do everything 
that is possible to save business men 
from ruin. The burdens and respon- 
sibilities on such an occasion are very 
great and are never understood except 
by those who have been pulled out of 
the water by the hair when going 
down for the third and last time. 

“The panic of 1890, I am _ sure, 
hastened the death of George 8. Coe, 
president of the American Exchange 
Bank of New York. He was one of 
the ablest financiers of his oe 
wasn’t his panic, but the panic of 
others, and he toiled night and day 
to keep the Sheriff and the receiver 
away from *his customers’ doors. 
Charles M. Fry, president of the Bank 
of New York, lost his life, I have al- 
ways believed, by the strain of 1393. 
He died, I think, in saving his friends 
and patrons from bankruptcy. 

‘The character of the banking busi- 
ness, its intimate relations with large 
and important depositors and _ bor- 
rowers, makes the man behind the 
counter sympathetic and compels him 
whether he is naturally so or not, to 
be thoughtful and helpful. He comes 
to know human nature and to respect 
it. Manufacturers and merchants 
often appeal to him when faced by 
disaster. He is a witness then of 
their courage, and comes more fully 
to understand their character and is 
proud that he is a man among them. 

“I recall the case of a merchant 
whose bank, in 1893, refused to carry 
him any longer. Those were desperate 
days, with stores empty of customers, 
The merchant was .in great mental 
istreas, but no braver man ever 
lived. It just happened that I was 
enabled to give him a useful sug- 
gestion. He rode out the storm, and 
today is worth $1,000,000. He had 
character and I knew it. 

“Then J. Pierpont Morgan was 
right,” I said, “in stating that char- 
acter is a better asset than cash7?”’ 

“Yes, but he didn’t fully explain 
what he meant and the newspapers 
were in error when they interpreted 
his language. Of course, no one with- 
out proper security or collateral can 
borrow money at safely managed 
banks.

morning. The man, you understand, 
was a ker. So was Mr. Morgan. 

“By the definition we follow in: the 
West, Mr. Morgan was not a banker.

No tainted dollars were in his 
possession when he died. The col- 
lapse of the New Haven road was 
neither an impeachment of his judg- 
ment nor his integrity.

UGE SIEGE GUNS 
FEATURE OF WAR 


GERMAN MORTARS MARK CLI- 
MAX OF DEVELOPMENT. 


—_ 


Special Rallroads are Necessary 
for Transportation of Monsters, 
While Heavy Masonry Foundations 
are RKeguired to the 
Shock of Recoil. 


The siege guns that have 
brought into prominence recently in 
the war in Europe are a startling in- 
dication of modern progress. Some 
interesting facts in relation to these 
big guns, and something of the his- 
tory of their introduction into modern 
warfare ig told in a special article in 
the war issue of the Scientific Ameri- 
can of October 3, by an ordnance ex- 
pert as follows: 

One of the most striking develop- 
ments brought to light, or at least 
brought to public attention, by the 
present war, is the enormous size and 
power of the mobile artillery with 
which the contending armies, and par- 
ticularly those of Germany, are 
equipped. The miost formidable of 
these weapons, the one which has at- 
tracted most attention in the present 
war, is the enormous eleven-inch siege 
mortar. 

The eleven-inch mortar was devel- 
oped and constructed in large num- 
bers at the famous ordnance works 
of Krupp at Essen. In respect of 
size, weight and destructive power this 
Piece marks the climax of a rapid de- 
velopment of heavy ordnance capable 
of being transported with an army and 
quickly emplaced for the reduction of 
permanent fortifications, such as those 
which were reduced at Liege and Na- 
mur. Up to the time of the Russo- 
Japanese War, a distinction was made 
between heavy and light siege units. 
The iatter were mounted upon 
wheeled and they were 
capable of being moved with an army 
on the march. The heavier § siege 
units, say of from nine-inch to eleven- 
inch caliber, required special means 
for their transportation. The massive 
parts, such as the gun and its car- 
riage, had to be conveyed by stand- 
ard gauge railway or by ship to some 
place adjacent to the field of opera- 
tions, whence it was custumary to lay 
a light -military railroad or devise 
other special means for transporting 
the batteries to the locations assigned 
to them. Before the mortars could 
be erected and placed in working or- 
der, it Was necessary to provide heavy 
masonry foundations, of sufficient 
area and mass to withstand the heavy 
shock of recoil. It can readily be un- 
derstood that this preliminary work 
entailed the loss of mugh valuable 
time. 

This was the method employed by 
the Japanese in the reduction of Port 
Arthur. This enterprising people was 
the first to employ eleven-inch siege 
guns for the reduction of permanent 
fortifications. They dismantled a large 
number of their coast defénse mortars 
in Japan; transported them by sea to 
the port of Daliny; laid a light mili- 
tary railroad from Dalny to the base 
at the hills encircling Port Arthur; 
built heavy concrete foundations; and 
erected upon them the mortars and 
their ‘gun carriages. It was these 
siege pieces which assisted in the sink- 
ing of the Russian ships in Port Ar- 
thur, and contributed very largely to 
the reduction of the forts which 
crowned the hills around that. city.

APANESE VOTE . 
WAR BUDGET. 


TWENTY-SEVEN MILLION PRO- 
VIDED TO FIGHT GERMANY. 


Debate in Diet Makes it Piain 
Nipponese will not Overlook Any 
Opportunity to Increase Their 
Interests in South Seas or Any 
Other Part of the Pacific. 


fA. P. PORFICN CORRESPONDENCE. 

TOKIO, Bept. 18.—A few members 
of the Seiyukai, or opposition party, 
opposed the government War pro- 
gramme during the special session of 
the Papanese Diet, but finally, in the 
interest of national harmony, with- 
drew all opposition and the war 
credit of about twenty-seven million 
dollars was voted. The opposition 
took the form of a remonstrance 
against Japan submitting to any form 
of limitation at the hands of Great 
Britain as to what she could or could 
not do in the war with Germany. 

It was not in keeping with Japan's 
national pride, the speakers said, that 
Japan should be kept from the South 
Seas or any other part of the Pacific 
ocean where her interest as a nation 
at war might call her. 

One member of the opposition 
wanted to know whether Japan had 
been consulted about the agreement 
made between Great Britain, France 


and Russia, without the consent of 
the others. : 

“No,” said Baron Kato, “our gov- 
ernment has in no way been consult- 
ed. The Anglo-Japanese treaty of al- 


iiance provides for consultation only 


with regard to far eastern affairs.” 

The member persisted: “Belgium, 
which is engaged in the war, is also 
out of this agreement. Am I mis- 
taken in thinking that Japan has been 
treated as being on a par with Bel- 
gium?”’ 

The Foreign Minister replied that 
he did not think that such was the 
case. The member tien concluded by 
expressing the wish that Japan would 
have a powerful voice when the time 
came for’ the conclusion of peace so 
that she might reap good fruits. 

Subsequent to the adjournment of 
the diet, it was announced that Great 
Britain had informed Russia and 
France that the agreement as to fu- 
ture peace must not be regarded as 
modifying in any way the terms or 
obligations of the alliance with 
Japan. 

At the meeting of the House of 
Peers Baron Den said that, while the 
war would strike a blow at trade, it 
would at the same time open a new 
market for Japanese goods. Japan 
might avail herself of the present op- 
portunity by taking the place of Ger- 
many in trade with Ruasia. 

Count Okuma, the Premier, in 
reply to a question, observed that the 
enthusiasm of the public was natur- 
ally less now than during the war 
with Ruasia, but the government was 
not neglecting measures for impress- 
ing the people. 

The Minister of Education added 
that war news was being distributed 
to children in elementary schools in 
order to impress them with the grav- 
ity of events. 

The Selyukail party yielded in the 
end and the war programme was 
adopted unanimously. Their opposi- 
tion is interpreted merely as a po- 
litical measure to embarrass’ the 
present Cabinet and not as in any 
way indicating a lack of support by 
the people of Japan in the war 
Against Germany. 

On the other hand, the campaign 
against Germany met with popular 
favor everywhere because it pleases 
the Japanese to feel that they are co- 
operating with the powers of Eu- 
rope.

Awful Explosive in Teuton 
“Shells is Mystery. 


P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 

ROTTERDAM, Sept. 19.—‘In view 
of the great results achieved by the 
new German guns, a description of 
the modern fort may be of interest,” 
says the military critic of the Nieuwe 
Rotterdamache Courant. He writes: 

“When it becomes necessary to for- 
tify a city permanently, forts are 
built at intervals of from three to six 
‘kilometers. These forts are combi- 
nations of earthworks and such build- 
ings and other structures as are 
needed. They are surrounded by deep 
moats with steep sides, on the far 
side of which barbed-wire entangle- 
ments are laid out. In modern forts 
all structural walls are made of con- 
crete, this applying to the turrets 
and barracks alike. The number of 
guns in a fort depends Upon the sys- 
a of defense of which the fort is a 
unit. 

“In case a fort is not supported by 
flank works and is, therefore, a unit 
in itself, the effort is made to place as 
many guns as possible, selecting both 
large and small caliber pieces. In this 
manner a fort may be made very 
etrong. Another method is not to place 
so many pleces in the fort itself but 
to depend upon the support of artil- 
lery stationed in case of war on neigh- 
boring points of vantage. 

“The first system becomes the cen- 
tral point of defensive force which 
may operate with the fort as support. 
According to the Belgian Gen. Brial- 
mont (well known military engineer,) 
this method has the advantage of hav- 
ing all pleces constantly in readiness 
for action, and surprises are guarded 
against. But it has the drawback of 
becoming easily hte target of a concen- 
trated fire of the enemy’s heavy ar- 
tillery. In case of bombardriient, the 
enemy can make the turrets his ‘goal, 
or he can make the entire fort his 
target—-which usually becomes the 
practice. If one fais to hit one thing, 
ene hits the other. For theoretical rea- 
sons (proved correct by the leasons 
of this war) there has long been held 
a prejudice against this system of for- 
tification. 


SMALL FORTS BEST. 


“The second method seems decid- 
edly better. Instead of having a few 
separate forts of great strength which 
the enemy can make the objective of 
the operations, one offers him a large 
number of small forts which in the 
first place are hard to locaté, and upon 
which a large amount of ammunition 
must be expended. In. this case the 
forts supporting points of the in- 
fantry positions lying between them. 
/rtillery of small caliber is used in 
this instance for the protection of the 
front and flanks. 

“The new German fortifications near 
Metz and Strassburg are of this latter 
type, consisting of small works sur- 
rounded by the usual obstacles (such 
es redoubts, trenches, moats and 
barbed-wire entanglements.) 

‘forts are grouped and form units, each 
of which has its armored batteries 
(long-range runs.) and also sunken 
batteries of high-trajectoOry mortars. 
The intervening infantry positions are 
supported by small caliber field pieces. 

“These forts lie merely a few hun- 
dred meters apart, and are connected 
with subterranean passages, which 
lead also to the barracks beyond the 
range of artillery fire, making it pos- 
sible to move troops into the positions 
without exposing them to the hostile 
artillery fire. In this case the arrange- 
ment is such that the enemy would 
have to take one small work after an- 
other, an operation which would cost 
many lives. 

“The speedy reduction of the fort- 
resses at Liege and Namur does not 
cf necessity demonstrate that forts 
of theorder first named have entirely 
lost their value, but it is certain that 
the 42-centimeter pieces are “just the 
thing for them.”’ But against small 
forts with permanent ‘“tusechentlien- 
lien” (intervening militarv works,) the 
fire from these guns, while terrible in 
effect, would not so quickly accom-

From other sources 
learned that fortifications of the type 
favored by Gen. Brialmont would 
have served their purpose well had 
the Germans failed to provide them- 
selves with the 42-centimeter pieces. 


It has been shown at Givet that the 
Austrian %35-centimeter mortar bat- 
teries, though smaller in caliber and 
of lesser force of penetration, suf- 
fice amply to reduce a unit fort in lit- 
tle time.

made the mistake of taking it for 
granted that the 21-centimeter gun 
of the Germans and their own armies, 
were the last word in armament, hav- 
ing accepted that the steel] they were 
familiar with could not stand a great- 
er chamber pressure. That a heavier 
piece would have given more penetra- 
tion than they calculated in their 
plans, they are said to have known, 
but they accepted that it would be 
impossible to transport such giants. 
In view of the fact that even thirty- 
six horses have. difficulty in moving 
one of the German 41's, this conclu- 
sion was reasonable enough, explained 
a Dutch artillery officer, but neither 
Gen. Brialmont nor the French en- 
gineers could foresee that motor trac- 
tion would make such tremendous 
Sroaren since the forts they built 
planned. 

t the Germans and Austrians 
have moved their 42’s and 55's, re- 
spectively, by horses is a fact. But 
this seems to have been done in ter- 
rain where the roads permitted of no 
other course. Invariably they are 
moved by powerful traction engines, 
which, in addition to the piece itself, 
pull from three to four caissons. Re- 
cently a type of traction engine, 
known as “caterpillar,” has been ob- 
served. for use on roads and 
across plowed fields. In addition, 
both the German and Austrian heavy 
pieces are mounted on a carriage, the 
wheels of which are fitted with flanges 
for use on the railroads. Whether or 
not this latter device has been sug- 
gested by the war cannot be said, but 
a few days ago several heavy German 
batteries were taken in this manner 
over the Belgian railroads, the road 
tractor running on the rails also. Or- 
dinary railroad cars trailing behind 
the caissons carried the personnel of 
the batteries. 


GERMAN EXPLOSIVE A MYSTERY. 
What sort of explosive the Germans 
use in the 42-centimeter shells is still 


a mystery. French officials of forts/| Smgie 


bombarded by the Germans maintain 
that the charge of the projectile is 
melinite, but others have expressed 
the opinion that the explosive is 


something entirely new and that the 
gasses formed by it have even greater 
expansion than those of nitroglycerin, 
the strongest high explosive known. 
There is no doubt that the vapors of 
the explosive have a violent toxic ef- 
fect, and nothing but a strong ap- 
plication of oxygen will revive those 
succumbing to them. 

The German 42 ts made with two 
barrels—a long one for flat range 
fire, and a short one for high angle 
fire. In the former the ballistic 
charge is necessarily much. stronger, 
and, with a projectile weighing from 
1600 to 1800 pounds, the pressure ex- 
erted by the explosion upon the cham- 
ber walls cannot be less than 180 tons 
to the square inch, it is said. The 
high-angle mortar 42 requires a 
sligh%yv smaller propelling charge. The 
long-™rrelled gun is used against the 
faces ered by fortifications, while 
the mortar drops its shells from a 
high elevation into the fort or redoubt. 
Their sight ranges are said to be, re- 
spectively, eight and five kilometers, 
while, according to the Koelnische 
Zeitung, the flight of the shell exceeds 
twelve and ten kilomters. The flight 
of both shelle is attended by a num- 
ber of interesting aerial phenomena, 
which so far have been merely hinted 
at“by German experts. One of them, 
however, is that the gases of the 
chamber explosion travel ahead of the 
projectile a long distance, but that in 
the end they are left behind the shell, 
first the one and then the other hav- 
ing the greater speed, an indication, 
it is seriously maintained, that the 
Vacuum created by the gases tend to 
not only support the flight of the huge 
mass of steel! charge, but that they 
actually accelerate it. At about 2000 
meters the shell leaves the company 
of the gases. d as it must seem, 
the photographic experiments dem- 
onstrating this were made by a Ger- 
man ordnance expert during the 
bombardment of Namur. Such at 
least is the claim of the German press, 
which treats the results obtained very 
guardeely.

bombs must be accepted with peserva- 
tions. In. a lecture before the Brook- 
lyn Aeronautical Association, Hudson 
Maxim, who must be conceded to be 
an authority on explosives, said that 
explosives so powerful and destructive 
when employed in aerial bombs as to 
tulfill expectations and predictions of 
the scaremongers ¢ould not be made. 
The destructive wer of torpedoes 
and shells is enormous under favor- 
able conditions, but never so great as 
the average man supposes after a 
short course in blood-curdling aeria) 
fiction. Experiments with dropped 
live shells and explosives showed that 
although they might land within a 
remarkably short distance of the tar- 
get it was just that distance that made 
all the difference in the resulting 
damage, for the effects of high ex- 
Plosives are very local. Furthermore, 
the momentum of a heavy object fall-, 
ing from a great height is so great 
that it is buried in the ground and 
the force of the explosion is thus 
neutralized. 

Judging from analogy with artillery 
practice against towns, aerial bombs 
are not worth the time, energy, am- 
munition, and risk of life involved. 
In the Boer War, Ladysmith with- 
stood the battering of 20,000 or more 
shells with practically no damage. 
Similar results were observed at Pre- 
toria. Lyddite shells dug caves and 
made breaches in the walls of a fort 
at Omdurman, but did little real dam- 


age. 
. Experiments in defense against 
hostile aeroplanes and airships have 
been quite as elaborate as those in 
offensive operations. It has been 
found, for instance, that at 3000 feet 
an aeroplane is e hard thing to hit, 
though experience in actual warfare 
has shown that an aeroplane affords 
@ pretty good target. 
AEROPLANES V8. SUBMARINES. 
A curious development in aerial 
navigation has been the pitting of the 
airship against the submarine. In 
fairly clear and smooth water sub- 
marines and even submarine mines 
can be readily seen from the lofty 
autlook of an airship or aeroplane. As 
the submarine moves slowly when un- 
der water a battleship guarded by 
aerial scouts might be able to maneu- 
ver out of the way. It has also been 
proposed to use the airship as a mine 
destroyer by dropping bombs near 
enough to the mines to explode them, 
the ships following close enough in 
the wake of the aerial pfilot to avoid 
other mines outside the cleared ‘zone.
